The recent announcement that the national revenues of Canada for the 
first ten months ‘of the current yedr showed an increase of more than $66,- 
000,000 over the same period a year ago, coupled with the assertion that 
each months balance sheet brings the possibility of a balanccd budget. 
hearer is undoubtedly cause for gratification, in Ottawa at least. 

The same announcement also reported a decrease of nearly $12,000,000 
in expenditures for the same psriod; in other words a net gain to the budget 
of approximately, $78 000,000 and when revenues and expenditures were off- 
set one against the other, a. surplus of $23,000,000 was shown, which, it 
Was stated, may be wiped: out by special heavy expenditures for relief and 
the C.N.R. deficit when the fiscal year ends on March:31.

From a strictly financial viewpoint, unquestionably .a balanced budget 
or, to go a Little. farther, an excess of income over exp¢énditure is a good 
‘thing Whether it appears in the financial statement of, a government unit, a 
private corporation or an individual.

New Pipe Line 
To Be Built From Turner .Valley. Oil 
Fild To Calgary 

Construction. of a s‘x+inch pipeline 
from the Turner Valley o'1 field to 
Calgary, a distance of 45 miles, ‘will 
be started immediately by the Royal- 
ite Oil Company, a-subsidiary of Im- 
perial O11], it was learned. 

W. S. Campbell, president of the 
Alberta Petroleum Producers’ As- 
sociation, advised’ officials of the as- 
sociation ‘by telegram from Ottawa 
of Royalite’s decis:on to construct 
the new line, i 
’ The pipeline, it was reported, 
would increase facilities for trans- 
porting crude*o‘l from. the field to 
Calgary to 24,000 barrels daily. The 
total potential of the 35. producing 
wells in Turner Valley is’ estimated 
at 26,000 barrels daily. 

The present pipeline, a four-inch 
one, also opsrated by Royalite, has a 
daily capacity of 13,000 barrels: 

Mr. Campbell also advised associa- 
tion officials the Royalite company 
had agreed to transport through its 
pipelines the oil produced -by, all ¢om- 
panies, ‘but that only the amount of 
the 42 per cent.

It has been pointed out time and again, but the fact is often overlooked, 
that there is only one source .of governmental revenue—-taxation in some 
form or another. The money must come out of the pockets of the prople 
ultimately, directly or indirectly. If is flowing more freely into 
vovernmental coffers it is only because people are, paying more taxes than 
before. It may .be in the form. of an increase in rates: or-a decrease in 
i - exemption. of direct leviés or it may be in the form of increased rates on 
indirect tariffs and charges on goods and. services, or it may represent 
merely ‘a larger volume of turnover of goods and services without any in- 
srease of taxation charges against .them,

Conservation and Reforestation

An Important Influence 
It is’ true that the ability of stands of forest to draw precipitation is a 
controversial topic among experts but there is no gainsaying. the statement 
that forests can and do excrt*an important influence in conserving moisture 
that actually falls to the benefit of field crops, livestock and every other 
branch of the agricultural industry. Practical farmers have obsérved. time 
and again that snow which has been held by trees and even fences 


has in 
lry years spelled the 


difference between a good crop and a poor one, or 
between a fair crop and none at all witnin the area influenced by such trees 
or fences, Similarly, it should. be generally understood by. this time, that 
even a few trees exert an‘ influence on the retention of. summer moisture 
within a limited contiguous area, ‘to say nothing of their value in temper- 
ing high- winds to neighboring crops, for the shelter of livestock, prevention 
of soil erosion, and insurance of a permanent supply of timber for fuel, con- 
struction and:other industrial purposes, 

All of these and other. aspects of the question of conservation of forest 
resources and reforestation are dealt With in Mr. Wyllie s enlightening: con- 
tribution and he quotes freely Canadian and United States authorities in 
support of his general contention that “we know to-day that agriculture 
is frightfully handicapped as forests are stripped from the land,”

Little Protection Here 

If 24 per cent. of the land under tree growth is a proper balance, as 
Mr. Wyllie says, then very large sections of the Canadian west are far 
short of this requisite protection, for the agricultural industry and other 
areas, which a few years ago harbored substantial stands of trees, will fall 
r, unless a sound policy of conserva- 
It is aptly pointed out that a tree which has 
can be cut down in an hour or two or.ptrhaps 


tion reforestation is adopted. 
taken many years to grow 
even in.a few minutes. 

Even in some ‘sections of Ontario, 1egarded by westerners as a well- 
treed country, and at one time clad with dense forests; timber has been 
depleted to such an extent that less than five per cent. of the land has even 
scrub tree growth, with the result, to quote Mr. Wyllie, ‘wells fail, streams 
dry and pasturage withers when the forests have gone.” i 

As far back as 1922, E. J. Zavitz, now Ontario's chief forester, is quoted 
as Stating that ‘at the present rate ot cutting the stand of pines in the 
Laurentians which, took centuries: to grow, will be exhausted within 20 to 
25 years,” indicative of the extent of the slaughter of these once great 
forest reserves.” oF 5 

It is important. and interesting to note that not only does the: absence 
of trees enhance drought conditions in semi-arid country but also is re- 
sponsible for floods in périods of heavy rainfall, if Mr. Wyllie’s diagnosis is 
correct, and there.is plenty of authority to. support him. . 

Damage Is Result ; 

“Where forest trees have heen consumed from slopes and plains the land 


_is left without a natural umbrella to break the force of heavy rainfall,” 


says this author. ‘The downpours score the land, carrying topsoil in dritt- 
ing muddy floods into stream beds incapable of holding the new volumes 
of freshet waters plus the washed down soil—result, the devastating: floods 
that caused more than twenty-five million dollars in: damage to homes, 
farms, bridges and embankments last spring. . : 

“The Western provinces and many counties in the East are faced with 
the necessity for costly schemes to retard soil: erosion that has reached 
threatening proportions. Had the western people planted forests as well as 
wheat, there would be no drought problem in’the west to-day in anything 
like the, devastating threat that now‘means the depopulation: of vast reaches 
of western lands andthe terrifically costly relief bills to he met annually.” 

' : > * " 
Principles Sound ; 

While. Mr. Wyllie may have exaggerated the extent of the area which 
may have to be depopulated, nevertheless his view of the underlying prin- 
ciples-of the value‘of conservation of forest resources and reforestation’ is 
as sound in Western Canada.as in the east and is worthy of serious reflection 
in the interests of the future of the principal industry of the prairies. 

There are other arguments in support. of a progressive policy ‘of re- 
forestation and hie hd as for instance the effect of denudation of 
trees on the wild game and fish resources of the country and the aesthetic 
value of trees which could well be expanded. were space available.
